Gulls De s troy Cric k e ts . 
A historical and most p ictu resq u e 
ex amp le of birds sav ing a crop from 
j insect destru ction was giv en by Cali­ 
fornia gu lls in p ioneer day s in Utah, 
when they swoop ed down on the Mor­ 
mon crickets that were dev ou ring the 
wheat of the early settlers. Since 
that time these birds hav e been held 
almost sacred in Utah, and a monu ­ 
ment has been erected to commemo­ 
rate their serv ices. 
In an inv estiga­ 
tion by the biological su rv ey of the 
United States Dep artment of Agri­ 
cu ltu re of 109 cases of satisfactory 
control and 8 8 cases of local su p p res­ 
sion of insects by birds, many inter­ 
esting food habits were brou ght to 
light. 
Contrary to p op u lar belief, v a­ 
riou s birds eat ev en the hairy ty p es 
of caterp illars, like those of the tu s­ 
sock, gip sy , and brown-tail moths, and 
the tent caterp illars. 
Sp arrows are noted for feeding on 
ants, 
cabbage bu gs, 
cicadas, 
green 
bu gs, alfalfa weev ils, army worms and 
caterp illars. 
Meadow larks eat grass­ 
hop p ers and crickets. 
White-breasted 
nu thatches hav e been observ ed to re­ 
du ce greatly the nu mbers of p ear 
p sy lla and the codling moth. 
Gold­ 
finches like p lant lice of sev eral sp e­ 
cies. 
Woodp eckers are among the 
most effectiv e enemies of hark beetles 
and wood borers ~f v ariou s kinds, as 
well as the Eu rop ean corn b*>rer, and 
they also eat leop ard and codling 
moths 
and 
many 
other 
woodland 
p ests. 
Crows, blackbirds and grackles 
are fond of white gru bs In q u antities 
and will follow a p low to get them In 
the sp ring. 


Fe e d on Alfa lfa We e v il. 
Forty -fiv e 
sp ecies of

fou nd to feed ex tensiv ely on the alfal­ 
fa weev il, while fid attack the cotton- I 
boll weev il. 
Orioles will p ick weev ils | 
ou t of the sq u ares or flower bu ds of 
the cotton, while swallows feed on 
them when in flight and ex tending 
their range. 
Mallard du cks hav e been effectiv ely 
u sed in p onds fo r mosq u ito control. 
Red-ey ed v lreos seem to be attracted 
by fall web-worms, while cu tworms 
fo rm a large p art of the diet of star­ 
lings, crows and jackdaws. Blackbirds 
help to keep down the nu mbers of the 
Do ll worm and many other p ests. Sp ar­ 
rows and other birds hav e been ob­ 
serv ed to clean u p infestations of ter­ 
mites. 
Ac» ording to the biological su rv ey , 
birds may be look e d u p on as an ev er­ 
p resent force that au tomatically tends 
to check ou tbreaks of Insect p ests, a 
force that shou ld lie kep t at max imu m 
efficient by p rotectiv e measu res so 
that their serv ices may be u tilized 
whenev er p ossible.

the sy mbol of constituted authority 
rooted in the customs of the ancient 
Roman republic, is as much a part of 
the sittings of the house of representa­ 
tives as the members are themselves. 
Whenever the house Is in session, it 
is mounted in a marble pedestal to the 
right of the speak er’s chair. 
If the 
members are meeting as a committee 
of the whole on the state of the Union, 
it stands in a lower pedestal near by . 
It is never unguarded, and for more 
than eight y ears lias been in the cus­ 
tody of A C. Jordan of Ly ons. Kan., 
tall, stalwart, genial assistant sergeant 
at arms, whose duty is to maintain or­ 
der on the door. 
Made in IS42 oi ebony fasces, or 
rods, three feet long, representing the 
states, bound with thongs of silver 
, and surmounted with a silver globe 
! and spreading eagle, the mace of the 
house represents powers rarely ex er- 
j cised, including sum m ary ex pulsion 
‘ of a disorderly member. 
Usually , 
when 
the 
assistant 
ser­ 
geant at arms is called upon to re­ 
store order, he is able to do so merely 
by marching through the disturbed 
: aisles carry ing the mace or hy hold­ 
ing it over two ex cited members. If a 
misbehaving member falls to heed 
that display of authority , however, he 
may lay it beside him. T hat act auto­ 
matically ex pels him, and formal rein­ 
statem ent would have to be obtained 
for him to resume his place in the 
membership.

Philadelphia, Pa.—While seas quiet­ 
ly lap the shores of the world, a vigi­ 
lant 
maritime 
patrol, 
unk nown 
to 
most “landlubbers,” busily stalk s the 
silent but treacherous foes to com­ 
mercial shipping. 
Icebergs, floating debris, land abut­ 
ments, drifting buoy s, derelicts and 
opaque fogs are constant menaces to 
navigation against which war must 
be waged. The nerve center of opera­ 
tions the world over is the hy dro- 
graphic office of the Navy department. 
This bureau tries first of all to k eep 
a finger on the whereabouts of all 
dangers to shipping about which it is 
imperative, in safety ’s cause, to k now. 
An elaborate intelligence service, en­ 
listing co-operation of hy drographic 
services of other countries, assists the 
bureau to chart k nown impediments 
to water traffic and send out w arn­ 
ings. 
Constant communication with ships 
sea, advising them of newly sighted 
<! melicts, rafts and other things, is 
maintained. The bureau supplies all 
navigators with Information and ask s 
their reciprocation by advising of the 
longitude 
and 
latitude 
of 
icebergs 
and other stray lings. 
It immediately 
disseminates the news over all ocean 
highway s. 
Meanwhile 
the 
navy 
and

guard annihilation squadrons are

tified and patrols sent
